regard every one who takes a prominent 
part in public diaoussions ia Hongkong, 
and who dares to express his opinions , 
freely and openly, as necessarily a per- ':J 
sonal enemy of those oriticised, That 
such a pernicious notion ia dssiduouely 
fostered ia much to-be regretted.; for, as 
Mr Keswick says (and it -is espevially © 
true under the conditions above alluded 
to), “the strong condemnation of the 
poliey that was. pursued prevents that 


‘confidence which it is so desirable should 


exist between the Head of the Ex- 
ecutive and the law-abiding residents 
of all ‘nationalities in the Colony.” 
Although Mr Keswick touches upon 
one or two points.in the Governor's 
public utterances, to which woe have 
not as yet alluded. tho ‘hon. momber 
does not attempt to deal -with the 
charges which might properly bo said to 
have beon levelled at himself porsonally ; 
and in thus acting he commands the 
respect of all who have carefully watched * 
his public demeanour in the past, and 
especially for tho last two years, 


Tr is the business of newspaper men 
to know something of the law of libel, 
but if is also one of their duties to give, 
publicity to much miscellaneous. writing 
by way of correspondence. which eman- 
ates from persons who do not care to 
study the. rules which regulate public” 
criticism, Occasionally, therefore, it may 
not be out of place to drops few hints 
for the guidance of those gentlemen who 
cultivate the admirablo: habit of “ writ- 
ing to the papers” on subjects of common 
interest. As an authority has laid it 
down, “It is extromely difficult to de- 
fine what amounts to libellous matter, 
for the question whether a publication 
amounts to libel must always’ be left to 
the decision of a jury, und this decision 
ia somewhat uncertain, and varies with 
the popular mood for the time. But the 
test is, in point of law, whether there 
results degradation of character.”” Ina 
general sense, the absence of: personal 
malice on the part of the writer is the 
safest criterion by which to judge of the 
harmlessness or otherwise of a published 
communication referring to a public offi- 
cor, It has been well stated that every 
one has a right to comment on the 
publi, acts of public men, so long as no- 
thing is said or written “imputing to 
them such conduct as disgraces and: dis- 
honours them in private.life ;”. but the 
“privilege” of such communications 
ceases, and will not furnish'a defence, if 
from. the acts or words of the. writer 
(or publisher) it can be shown that he 
was actuated by personal malice. Thal 
truth of a libel counts for nothing unless! 
it is for the public benefit that it should] 
be published, On the subject of motive, 
another ‘authority thus clearly defines 4) 
public writer's duty :— va . 
With respeot to publications on: the. Go-| 
yernment, the main question is, whether bad| 
motives are imputed to the members of ‘ad- 
ministration, and whether the. motives are 


couched in terms decent and respectful... The 


.{ imputation of mere error in judgment, even 


to the sovereign herself, if done in’a respect-| 
ful manner, is not libellous, 2 Campd. 402.) 
Hence it follows, that though the tendencies 
of measures may be temperately discussed, 
they must never be imputed to corrupt de 
sign; that no member ‘of the governmeng 
must be charged with corruption, or with « 
wish to infringe on the liberties of. the peo:

Beni-Hissar, Oct. 7.—The decisive suc- 
cess yesterday of our troops, in capturing 
therheights of Charasia has had the beat 
rosulis,- Sir Fred, Roberts’ policy in at- 
tacking waa the best that could possibly 
have been followed, tho tribes inthe neiyh- 
bourhood and the Kabul people, were just 
in that state when the slightest hesitation 
or check’ would have raised the whole 
country about us. Now that we have 
driven the Afghans back, and are now 
encamped at Beni-Hissar, the moral effect 
has been enormous. To-dsy the Hinda 
and other leading merchante of Kabul camo 
in to the General, and all that remains for 
us to do is the capture of the entrenched 
camp at Sherpur, north of the city. Three 
mutinous regiments, which arrived too late 
to fight yesterday, are there encamped, and 
are said to mean fighting. In spite of 
enormous transport difficulties, the great 
body of our troops is here, and the rest 
come in early to-morrow. 

Kandahar, Oct, 9.—An influential depu-

General Roberts’ Proclamation is to the 
effect that as the inhabitants had pertin- 
aclousty opposed the advance after warn- 
ing, thua had become rebels, and had added 
to thelr previous guilt .in,. abetting the 
murder of the British envoy aud his com- 
paniona, he’ thought that the British Gov- 
ernment could justly totally destroy Kabul, 
but ‘mercy would be given and the city 
would be spared. Punishment, it must be 
remembered, was necessary, and therefore 
the portions of the city which interfere with 
the military occupation of the Bala Hissar 
would be immediately lovell-d and s heavy 
‘fine imposed. Kabul ond the surrounding 
country within a radius of ten miles would 
be placed under martial Jaw. A military 
Governor would be appointed, and the 
inhabitants were warned to submit to bis 
authority. 

A searching enquiry into the circum- 
stances of ‘the outbreak is bein: made in 
order to deal with the partigipators. Car- 
rying arma is forbidden inthe city and 
within a radius of five miles. Persons 
found armed ina week from the date of the 
Proclamation would be liable to tho penalty 
of death. Articles belonging te the Em- 
bassy were to be delivered up with the fire- 
arms and ammunition. Rewards are of- 
fered for all rifles brought ; and a reward 
is‘also offered for the surrender of any
